$300,000 trimmed so far, the 
administrative staff of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
must cut another $1.7 million out 
of its proposed budget for the 1971- 
72 school year to stay out of the 
red.

Miller said the Placentia school 
district was experiencing what 
every school district in California 
is facing this year in what he

Your Head Hangs Heavy 
In a Whiplash Accident 


Rear-end auto collisions 
are the most frequent 
cause of cervical spine in¬ 
juries, according to Dr. 
Donald Brinkley, of the 
B r i n k ley Chiropractic 
Centers. Dr. Brinkley re- 
, cently stated 
( that approxi- 
r mately 85 per 
I cent of the 
' cervical disor- 
ders he has 
studied were 
the result of 
Dr. Donald auto crashes. 

Brinkley Only about 15 
per cent of 
these crash injuries re¬ 
sulted from head-on or side 
collisions, he said. 

“The amount of damage 
to the crashing auto is not 
a reliable indicator of the

“Most 
cervical disorders start 
with sprains, and most 
sprains are caused by the 
action of the 8 to 12 pound 
human head as it snaps 
backward during a rear- 
end crash.” 

This head snapping ac¬ 
tion can produce an im¬ 
pressive variety of muscle 
tears, ligament stretch¬ 
ing and damage to the 
backbone, particularly the 
fourth, fifth and sixth verte¬ 
brae, he added. 

“The position of the head 
and neck at the time the 
force is applied deter¬ 
mines to some extent the 
site of the injury.” Dr. 
Brinkley said. “The struc¬ 
tures which are relaxed 
may receive less injury 
than those which are taut 
or on stretch. ”

collision may be to the 
sid^^^h^^^necl^^pgosi^ 


the impact. Side colli¬ 
sions cause a sudden la¬ 
teral bending and rota¬ 
tion of the neck toward the 
side of the impact, and 
then to the opposite side. 

Sprained or torn liga¬ 
ments and capsules result 
in a traumatic inflam¬ 
matory reaction with 
minute hemorrhages and 

continued, even prolonged, 
blood leakage. Dr. 
Brinkley said. The inflam¬ 
mation may persist for 
months or years.

Persons employed in the 
fields of transportation and 
construction frequently 
have jobs which take them 
away from home overnight 
or longer, often have to own 
and maintain special 
uniforms or equipment, are 
likely to change jobs or job 
locations, and usually 
belong to unions. All of these 
circumstances involve spe¬ 
cial tax deductions. 

•TAX HOME" 

The home where you and 
your family live is not 
necessarily your “tax

home." If you are employed 
in transportation or 
construction work, as well 
as other businesses which 
require considerable travel - 
ing, your “tax home” is the 
general area where you 
work most of the time and 
earn most of your income. 

f'or example a 
construction worker who 
normally works in and 
around the Chicago area is 
given a temporary 
assignment for three 
months in Syracuse, N. Y. 
In this case, he could 
probably deduct the cost of 
his meals and lodging while 
in Syracuse since he is away 
from his tax home — 
Chicago. 

UNIFORMS AND 

EQUIPMENT 


Any person required to 
purchase and maintain 
special clothing, tool$ or 
equipment for his job can 

deduct these costs for tax 
purposes. Airline steward¬ 
esses, nurses, hotel 
doormen and others are 
eligible for this deduction. 
One stipulation requires 
that the clothing “not be 
adaptable to general wear,” 
and this provision 
eliminates a deduction for 
dungarees worn as work 
clothes by a laborer. It 
would also eliminate a 
deduction by a member of 
the military for his 
uniforms, since they can be 
worn for general use 
(insigniacan be deducted). In 
addition to uniforms a 
deduction is allowed for 


certain types of protective 
clothing purchased by the 
employee. Safety shoes, 
safety glasses, and rubber 
aprons would be examples 
of this type of deduction. 

SLEEP IS SAVING 
Generally, the tax rules 
do not let you deduct your 
meals and lodging expense 


unless you are away from 
your tax home overnight. 
But there are exceptions if 
you sleep while working 
away from home. 

If you fall into any of the 
above categories and wish 
to deduct these expenses on 
your income tax return, you 
are required to provide 


receipts substantiating all 
of your expenses and to keep 
a daily “diary” indicating 
where you were and what 
your business purpose was. 
This may seem to be a 
tedious chore, but it may be 
well worth the extra effort 
when Uncle Sam’s tax 
deadline comes.
